By this Order, the commission grants PACIFIC LIGHTNET,
INC.'’s (“PLNI”) Motion to Appear on Behalf of PLNI, filed on

January 9, 2007 (“Motion to Appear”).

I.

Motion to Appear

On January.9, 2007, PLNI filed its Motion to Appear,
requesting commission approval to permit J. Jeffrey Mayhook,
Esqg., a member of Mayhook Law, PLLC, to appear on behalf of PLNI
in this proceeding. The Motion to Appear was filed pursuant to
Hawaii Administrative Rules (“HAR”) § 6-61-12(b) (2), and PLNI
does not request a hearing on its motion.

HAR § 6—61—12(b)(2) provides that an attorney, who is
not authorized to practice law in the State of Hawaii (“State”),
but associates with a member of good standing of the bar of the
State may participate in a particular proceeding, at the
discretion of the commission. PLNI states that Mr. Mayhook:

(1) is a member in good standing and is entitled to practice



before the courts in the states of Alaska and Washington and
before the -United States Supreme Court; and (2) will be
associated with Laura Mayhook, Esqg., an attorney of good
standing and authorized to practice before the Hawaii Supreme
Court. Moreover, PLNT contends that = Mr. Mayhook was
previously authorized to appear before the commission in
Docket Nos. 03-0027, 03-0197, 04-0140, and 06-0400.

Given the representations set forth in PLNI’s motion,
the commission finds good cause to permit Mr. Mayvhook to appear
on behalf of " PLNI in this proceeding. Accordingly, the

commission concludes that PLNI’'s  Motion to Appear should be

granted.
